PUBLIC MORALS ILLINOIS. 
The public morals, acdording to Canadian 
authorities, are at such a low ebb, and the re- 
straints of law are 80 slight, that no person is 
secure in life or property. The edit.r of the 
Hamilton Spectator takes pleasure [no doubt 
of it} in reproducing a letter from pne who de- 
serves well at the hands of all true-hearted 
Britons.” The writer, who probably, in a 
public capacity, has visited Her Majesty's 
colony at Botany Bay, then proceeds to detail 
the particulars of a terrible outage which hap- 
pened in Illinois, but which failed to find a 
place in our own newspapers. A man and his 
wife were suspected of having stolen $100. 
They were arrested and brought before a magis- 
trate, but the proof was inadequate; where- 
upon the crowd hung the man up to a tree un- 
til nearly dead, and then buried him in à shal- 
low grave. No arrests of these rufflins have 
been made. “Verily, the neighborhood of 
the Illioois Central offers singular attractions!” 
We retort: People of the United States, be- 
ware of Cavada. Your lives are not secure. 
A short time ago, an inoffensive Catholic priest 
had occasion to pass to the rear of his prem- 
ises, when he was waylaid by two roffians and 
beaten, until néarly dead. No arrests have 
en made, “ Verily, the neighborhood of the 
Grand Trunk offerssingular attractions!” The 
fullowing choice tit-bit, probably furnished by 
some emigrant runner of the Grand Trunk, is 
dished up by the Spectator: “If any one should 
“wish to have his throat cut, or his pocket 
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the Galway line to New York!” We might 
retort: “ Emigranta, beware! Shun the Can- 
“adas, where iu a single year there were 770 
“¥idlent deaths!” This is all true, but noth- 
ing very formidable when properly explained. 
In New York, with its million of people, more 
pockets are picked and more throats cut than 
in a miniature eity like Toronto. 

But th's is small game, and we are surprised 
that the Spectator should engage so keenly in 
the chase. We think that in Canada, and in 
the United States, personal rights are in the 
main protected as thoroug):ly as in any part of 
the world, and that under both forms of gov- 
ernment there is an aimirable combination of 
liberty and order which has been attained by 
no other race. But John and Jonathan are 
| both at times disposed to break through legal 
restraints. Upon the frontiers we occasionally 
administer justice through Judge Lynch; you 
occasionally undertake to coerce public opinion 
by mob law.

We presume, 
however, that they will now discontinue the 
practice, and the product of Southern Iilinois 
will hereafter go to supply the Toronto dietil- 
leries. Mr. J. Exeley, of the London Corn 
Exchange, fell into the same error we did, for 
after having inspected several samples of this 
wheat, he reported that they were the finest 
specimens from the United States he had ever 
seen, weighing from 62 to 64 ibs. to the bush - 
el, and worth 74s. per imperial quarter. 

The “Egyptians” in Southern Illinois, for 
seve: ul years have been raising the white blue 
stem wheat, with its great, plump berry 
weighing 62 to 65 Iba. to the bushel, and gar- 
nering from 20 to 60 bushels to the acre. They, 
in their dark ness, ne ver imagined before that 
they were on the “Southern confines of the 
wheat region, where the crops were scanty and 
the quality was inferior.”

But Mr. “Trathful-Expositor” Hatton pro- 
nounces the wheat of Illinois 
apd fit vuly, after divstvation, to lubricate the 
throats of his countrymen. The crop of 1858, 
throughout Northern Illinois, where they raise 
mostly spring wheat, was very inferior, owing 
to the incessant spring rains. This “stump- 
tail” was a drug in the Chicago market at 50c 
per bushel, when the new crop feely com- 
man led 15 or se; and yet Mr. Hutton would 
estimate the quality of all Illinoia wheat by 
the blighted crop of 1858. “ Winter flour, 
second or third rate, ksown as Awmeri- 
can ‘stump-tail. But even if it were 
good, it is not worth half as much 
in the Illinois market as ours is in 
the Toronto market. When our 
upon this statement, we thought that Mr. H. 
could hardly have been ergaged in one of his 
“calm expositions of the true.” We acci- 
dentally turned to the commercial news of the 
day (Oct. 20) and read that on that day in the 
Chicago market buyers paid 820 for No. 1 
Spring wheat, and 790 for No. 2. Running 
down the telegraphic news until we came to 
Oswego, we read, Sales 6,000 bu Canadian 
at 73c afloat, and 8,500 bu do at 75c to arrive. 
„No. J white winter in the Chicago market 
$1.08; same Canadian in Oswego market 
$1.15.” 

But Iinois yields “stump tail,” while Can- 
ada yields the “finest samples.” 

This great fact we wish to commend to our 
Canadian neighbors, that however “scanty” 
the crops of this region, there is always & vast 
surplus for exportation. Jilinois, aach year, 
after feeding her own people, discharges throwjh 
one outlet alone a surplus of wheal greater than 
the whole product of Upper Canada. Tiis may 
appear to be a startling fact, but nevertheless 
it is true. It is now just twenty years since 
the first cargo of wheat was shipped from 
Ohicago; to-day she is the great primary 
wheat market of the world. 

In 1852 the wheat product of Upper Can- 
ada, in bushels, was 12,682,550. 

In 1858, the receipts of wheat at Chicago 
were 13,245,878. And en the 1ith of Novem- 
ber, 1859, they had reached 10,591,273 
bushels. 


Now, when it is considered that there are 
more than a dozen other outlets, among which 
are St. Louis and New Orleans, which abstract 
largely from the products of Illinois, and when 
we estimate the amount necessary for the 
home consumption of pearly 2,000,000 of 
people, for seed and sustenance, we must say 
that, we see fow om of the barrenness of 
the land. 

While Messrs, Hutton and Hurlburt thus 
attempt to depreciate the character of Illinois 
as a wheat-growing State, we beg leave to 
commend to their careful consideration the fol- 
lowing extract from Mr. Klippart’s recent 
treatise on the “Wheat Plant.

240,212 square miles. 

In both regions the carcer of settlement was 
entered upon nearly simultaneously. The Pu- 
ritan founded his little colony at Plymouth in 
1620, while in 1627 a grant was made to an 
assoc:ation of 100 men “of the basin of the 
St. Lawrence and all the waters flowing into 
the sea.” While the Puritans were engaged 
in petty skirmishes with the Indians of New 
England, and had pushed their settlements less 
than a hundred miles from the sea coast, St. 
Luagon, representing his temporal master the 


Divine Master, were upon the shores of Lake 
Superior, & thousand leagues distant, in treaty 
with the native tribes for all the lands between 
the East and the West, and from Montreal tp | 
the South Sea. 

The treaty of Paris, in 1763, by whieh the 
whole of this territory was ceded to the Drit- 
ish crown, may be regarded as the termination 
of the first period in its history. At that time 
the Freach colonists numbered less than 12,- 
000, while the English numbered 200,000, 
The conquerors then bad barely crossed the 
Mohawk with their aggglements, while the con- 
quered had explored aud occupied with their 
mission stations, and their trading posts, the 
choicest portions of North America. —
